AUGUSTA, Nov. 17 — President 
Eisenhower expects to confer with 
Adlai Stevenson before the chief 
executive attends a crucial meet- 
ing of NATO leaders in Paris next 
month, the White House revealed 
here Sunday. 

Stevenson, the Democratic pres- 
idential nominee in 1952 and 1956, 
is scheduled to meet with Secre- 
tary of State Dulles in Washing- 
ton Monday to advise the adminis- 
tration on plans for restoring con- 
fidence to the shaky NATO alli- 
ance. 

And although Stevenson was in- 
vited to give his views on world 
problems, there was criticism of 
Eisenhower for not having issued 
the invitation personally instead 
of going through Secretary Dulles.

Proper Perspective 


In time, too, this will be seen 
in proper perspective and it will 
be recognized by Americans that 
they expect any American judge 
to do his duty no matter where 
he may be sitting or whatever his 
place of birth. Time is a healer of 
many things. And the hard-core 
Deep South—never to be confused 
with the upper tier of Southern 
states or the Southwest—needs 
firmness but also understanding 
and the passing of a few years. 

The South teday is a place of 
progress and future. It may delay 
that forward movement. Some 
few states may, indeed, bring it 
to a halt for a few years. But to- 
day it is a region which, for the 
first time in modern times, has 
capital of its own. Since the in- 
dustrial revolution came late, it 
is receiving it in a well distrib- 
uted pattern which is giving life 
to small towns and is not being 
concentrated in the larger ones. 

The South was never so much a 
region of unemployment as of un- 
der-employment. Its land was 
holding too many persons with a 
bare subsistence level. It was a

Action Is Needed, 
Not Scapegoating! 


One is inclined to grow a little tired 
of the maze of words, excuses, recrimina- 
tions and blame throwing which the facts 
of Soviet scientific development have ex- 
cited in this country. 

Especially does the country grow tired 
of political tirades—Democrats blaming 
the Republicans and the Republicans say- 
ing the missile lag belongs at the door of 
the Democrats. And certainly the effort 
of members of Congress to place all re- 
sponsibility on the administration falls 
wide of the mark. 

The truth is, everybody is to blame— 
the administration, Congress and the 
American people. 

The insistence on business and poli- 
tics as usual is a failure of us all. 

Congress’s refusal to face up to the 
facts of military preparedness, foreign aid 
and the necessity of this country’s leading 
the free world is still another failure. 

The administration’s surrender to pub- 
lic and congressional pressures for econ- 
omy and its failure to properly inform the 
American people are equally as tragic. 

Right now there is a great hue and cry 
—as well there might be—about the spec- 
tacular progress in Soviet education, in 
relation to our own, especially in the field 
of science. And yet Congress, saying it is 
the province of the states, refuses to ap- 
propriate funds for federal aid to educa- 
tion. The states have not or cannot pre- 
vent this dangerous trend. 

What the United States needs now is 
not so much negativism and blame plac- 
ing but new bold and positive programs. 
Solutions must be sought, not merely 
scapegoats. And unless those solutions are 
found, the country will continue merrily 
on its way to becoming a second-rate 
power and the world toward dominance 
by the Russians. 

Meanwhile, the clock is not standing 
still. But there is time for positive solu- 
tions. Name-calling and attempts to make 
political hay offer none. All the mouthings 
now coming from both parties cannot sub- 
stitute for action to restore this coun- 
try’s prestige and to keep it in a position 
for “competitive coexistence” and to pre- 
vent its military destruction. 

The Russians have served all the no- 
tice we need. If we fail, it will be a fail- 
ure of us all.

Are Welcome Sounds 


In the jet age the sonic boom is more 
and more a headache for both the military 
authorities and the civilian population. 
The latest report comes from Los Ange- 
les, Pasadena, and Hollywood, where Cali- 
fornians complain that the swooshing jets’ 
sudden booms break windows, upset hos- 
pital patients and perturb the populace 
generally. 

Only recently in Savannah, home- 
owners near Hunter Air Force Base won 
damages from the government for reloca- 
tion of their homes because of the dis- 
turbances caused by thunderous B47s 
streaking overhead. 

And in England, Air Force command- 
ers receive a steady stream of mail from 
farmers blaming broken sound barriers 
for everything from non-laying hens to 
milkless cows. 

But there’s another side to this coin. 
Admittedly the noise is a nuisance, but it 
would be well for the disgruntled individ- 
uals who gripe the loudest to bear in mind 
that a little noise is a small price to pay 
for survival. The jets fly to protect the 
free world. 

After all, the sonic boom is like a 
Fourth of July firecracker compared to 
the boom-boom of a hydrogen doomsday.

Petty differences and personal jeal- 
ousies must not be allowed to jeopardize 
the over-all purpose. With unity of effort 
this community can meet its problems and 
forge ahead to the heights glinting on 
the horizon.

Migration to the Cities 
Sull Picking Up Speed 


A drop of 1,861,000 in the farm pop- 
ulation of the United States in a year 
is reported by the Census Bureau. 


This means that in the span of 12 
months one out of every 11 farm dwellers 
moved to some town or city. The count 
was made between April, 1956, and April, 
1957. The decrease was from 22,257,000 
a year ago to 20,396,000. The previous 
year had seen an even heavier move- 
ment. Since the 1950 census the farm 
population has dwindled by about 4,700,- 
000 persons while the total population 
has increased by 19,000,000. Twelve per 
cent of our population was on farms last 
April compared with 16.6 per cent in 
1950. 

Largest decrease in farm population 
since 1950 has been in the age group from 
18 to 44 years of age. 


All this is meaningful but not yet 
comprehended in terms of action by the 
states and their Legislatures or by the 
Congress. It means that whether we like 
it or not, there must be more and more 
legislative consideration given the cities. 
If they are to provide employment, hous- 
ing, services and education to more and 
more people they must, of necessity, have 
more and more cooperation in the task of 
financing government and services. 


Those who remain on the farms face 
the problem of more capital investment in 
machinery and except for the family sub- 
sistence-type farm where some members 
are employed in industry, machines mean 
larger areas in order to enable the me- 
chanical aides to pay for themselves. It 
is a swiftly changing picture. 

It is not a time for politicians to fos- 
ter the old rivalry between cities and the 
country. They were always interdepend- 
ent. They are now the more so. The more 
efficiently the cities can do their job the 
better market they will provide for the 
farms. The farmer, too, is a city man.

Never in 40 years of existence has the Soviet Union given a more 
dramatic demonstration of its strength and weakness, its threats and 
promise, than during the last fortnight. It has been a spectacle cal- 


culated to delight—and alarm—the 
Behind it lies an anachronistic 
combination of scientific genius 
and political primitivism that 
poses a threat not only to the 
existence of the Western world 
but to that of the world itself. 


Most public attention has been 
concentrated upon the new sym- 
bols of Soviet strength—the two 
earth satellites. 

These startling achievements 
and the obvious danger that So- 
viet armament poses have 
aroused the concern 
throughout the free world. 


But the earth satellites are not 
the source of the gravest concern. 
The true threat really springs 
from the fatal flaw in the Soviet 
system itself—its almost wunbe- 
lievable political primitivism, 
once again revealed in the crisis 
over the dismissal of Marshal 
Georgi K. Zhukov as defense 


minister. 


When the stone-age Soviet po- 
litical structure is harnessed to 
twenty-first century technology a 
combination is created that is cal- 
culated to frighten even the most 


sanguine. 

The problem that confronts the 
world is not simply that of 
producing a faster automobile, a 
rocket that will fly farther or a 
missile that will blow a bigger 
hunk off the earth’s surface than 
any the Russians create. 

The problem is much more dif- 
ficult. It is to try to prevent a 
Soviet internal political crisis 
from turning into a world dis- 
aster. |

based on vastly superior United 
States military power—suffice. 
Containment was supposed to 
keep the Soviet Union from ex- 
panding around the world and to 
build up internal pressures that 
would cause a radical change and 
easing of Soviet policy. 

Nor will “‘roll-back” or “‘libera- 
tion” fill today’s needs. A 
creative new policy will have to 
be evolved, taking into account 
not alone the newly. exposed 
strength of the Soviet Union but 
also its chronic and dangerous in- 
ternal weaknesses. 

These weaknesses are largely 
political. They stem from two 
sources—Russian history and tra- 
dition and Community Party the- 
ory and practice. 

In combination they add up to 
one thing. The Soviet Union has 
no viable structure of govern- 
ment. It is ruled today essentially 
as it was in the time of Ivan the 
Great. Today’s Soviet state is not 
quite so advanced a_ govern- 
mental structure as was that of 
France under Louis XIV or Eng- 
land in the time of les I. 

The inadequate political struc- 
ture of the Soviet Union is a strik- 
ing anomaly in contrast with the 
amazing technical achievements 
in that nation. It inevitably raises 
the question of how so retrogres 
sive a political state could 
achieve so vast a measure of 
scientific

Or does it mean that God will 
give unto His own all that is need- 
ed for our spiritual vitality and 
nurture? 

Some people make the great er- 
ror of equating prosperity with 
godliness. If you believe in God, 
they say, then God will make you 
healthy, wealthy and wise. But 
such an estimate is not based on 
fact. Jesus commended the poor 
widow who gave her two mites, 
all of her worldly possessions, but 
He. had no good words for the 
others who from their material 
wealth surrendered mere tokens 
to the Lord. Jesus taught that our 
worldly goods may hinder our 
spiritual welfare. 

These things being true, as they 
surely are, what did the Psalmist 
mean to suggest by the dual af- 
firmations, ‘“The Lord is my shep- 
hera”’ and “I shall not want’’?

MILWAUKEE—To meet the challenge of So- 
viet science President Eisenhower has asked for 
a “sternly demanding’ public opinion. From a 


firsthand look at public reaction here in the Midwest, he is going to 
have it. Whether the White House realizes it or not, this state of pub- 
lic opinion can and, I believe, will be “sternly demanding” of the 


President as well as of others. 

If I read the signs correctly 
there is no wish for soft leader- 
ship nor for soft words. 


There is no visible complacency 
in interior America where I have 
been traveling and there is little 
disposition to take the President's 
words on science and security as 
more than a modest beginning to- 
ward what urgently needs to be 
done. 

I do not mean Eisenhower's 
calm counsel is not being well re- 
ceived. It is being well received. 

The country has been yearning 
for fuller facts from the White 
House and is glad to get them; 
it is relieved to hear and to feel 
that the President is taking per- 
sonal charge — and responsibili- 
ty — for the task of closing the 
gap with the Soviets in the weap- 
ons of the future 

But no avalanche of hats is be- 
ing tossed into the air. The people 
I have talked with show greater 
interest in Eisenhower’s warning 
of the danger of falling fatally be- 
hind the Russians than in the as- 
surance, however welcome, that 
the immediate peril is not as great 
as some might think. 


As one editorial writer put it, 
there is “concern without con- 
sternation.”

Earlier this year it was my 
privilege to look over a stack of 
spelling papers turned in by a 
class of students newly raised to 
the seventh grade. I am pained 
to report that 12 of the class of 
36 could not spell ‘‘America.”’

They believe the danger will 
hecome more acute if, as seems 
possible, Russia is the first to 
produce a sizable force of 5,000- 
mile Intercontinental Ballistic 
Missiles.

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American Foods Win 


Applause in Yugoslavia 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD > 


The tantalizing smell of gin- 
gerbread cookies or chocolate 
cake being baked or of a pot 
of onion soup simmering away 
made the American kitchen at 
the Zagreb International Trade 
Fair a very popular spot. 

Over a million visitors went 
through the U.S.A. Pavilion, and 
for a great many people who 
live behind the Iron Curtain 
this was the first time they had 


ever seen American appliances, 
a full size supermarket, with 
its democratic freedom of 
choice, an American home, our 
leisure time sports equipment, 
vending machines, or any of 
the other products telling the 
story of how America lives. 

As the home economist for 
the American Pavilion, one of 
my assignments was to con- 
duct demonstrations 10 to 12 
hours each day using typical 
American products and home- 
making techniques. I did not try 
to teach the Yugoslavs to cook, 
for in many ways they are ex- 
cellent cooks. 


CONVENIENCE FOODS 

Since electrical current was 
not always dependable, and wa- 
ter facilities and refrigeration 
were limited, 1 used only the 
convenience type foods such as 
the packaged mixes for cakes, 
frostings, and pies, instant pud- 
dings, beverages and salad 
dressings, canned dinners, 
canned baby foods, and a few 
frozen foods, all new to Yugo- 
slavs. 

I always felt like a magician 
when I made an angel food 
cake. No one believed the lit- 
tle paper bag my interpreters 
showed them could possibly con- 
tain the whites of 13 eggs. Their 

eyes would be so big when I 
turned on a mixer and beat 
the ‘“‘dust’’ as they called the 
egg white powder, and some 
water into an enoromus bow! of 
meringue. 
WORDS FAILED THEM 

Our electric range had a glass 
door and a light in the oven 
When I put the angel cake in the 
oven and set the timer no one 
would leave. I was always de 
lighted with their expressions as 
the cake would begin to rise up 
out of the pan like an atom 
bomb explosion. Then when 
the timer bell rang and I would 
take the cake out to cool—well, 
they just shook their heads 
Words failed them then. 

One of the interesting things 
was that my audiences were al- 
ways filled with men. -Yugoslav 
men take great interest in food 
and do much of the buying of 
household equipment. The men 
were always the ones to ask 
the price of the appliances or 
the foods. Many men brought 
their wives to the American 
Pavilion after first coming 
alone. 

TWO INTERPRETERS 

Four languages are spoken in 
Yugoslavia. Zagreb is in the 
republic of Croatia, so Crotian 
is spoken. I had two excellent 
Zagreb girls as_ interpreters. 
Both were “professors,” mean- 
ing college graduates. One 
spoke four languages, the other 
five. Their English was ex- 
cellent. As I explained a_ prod- 
uct, a technique, or simple 
facts about America they in- 
terpreted them over the public 
address system. 

How did the Yugoslavs like 
American foods and appliances”? 
They thought them terrific, just 
as we do. Although we were not 
permitted to give samples of 
food to the crowds, the Ameri- 
can consul in Zagreb invited 
key chefs, stewards, nutrition- 
ists, “housekeeping teachers,” 
and members of the press to 
afternoon demonstrations in the 
American kitchen. I prepared 
the foods, then served them so 
they could judge for themselves 
if the foods were good. You see,

I hastened to explain to this 
young man that it hadn’t work- 
ed that way in America. It took 
more than a box of cake mix or 
jar of instant coffee to substi- 
tute for love, home and family. 


Over and over again visitors 
to our demonstration kitchen 
asked about some American 
packaged foods well-meaning 
friends or relatives had sent 
them. The products being new 
and the labels being in English 
utterly confused them. Many 
told of throwing out the pack- 
ages because they didn’t know 
what they were.

Respect for 
Old Age 


A widow I know whose children have been nagging her for 
years about acquiring a rich father for them, turned the tables on 


_ them recently. She announced that she was too old and tired and 


set in her ways to venture out into any matrimonial derby and she 
had simply decided to push her daughters toward marriage. 

“They're getting plenty old,” she pointed out practically. ‘And 
I've decided that I want them to marry Jewish boys who will teach 
them respect for old age—MY old age.” 


This conversation preceded by a few hours my discovery of an 
essay by Harry Golden, the colorful and scholarly editor of The 
Carolina Israelite, on “Our Worship of Youth.”” Mr. Golden’s bi- 
monthly newspaper has been coming to me for years and I always 
enjoy his opinions and comments but none more than this sprightly 
and caustic essay on old age. 


The thing that set Mr. Golden off was Charlotte’s ‘“‘Over-40 
Club,” an organization aimed at finding jobs for men and women 
who are over 40. 

“It is rather sad to realize how difficult it is for people over 
40 to get jobs, and a little ridiculous too, when we look at a few 
facts of life,”” wrote Mr. Golden. 

“For instance, Justices and Judges Felix Frankfurter, Hugo 


Black, Learned Hand and John J. Parker, all well past middle age, 
are still among the best judicial minds in our country; that Frank 
Lioyd Wright and Bernard M. Baruch are in their middle 80's; that 
Lord Bertrand Russell still furnishes us with the most profound in- 
sight into the natural sciences, and that Artura Toscanini conducted 
his most creative interpretation of music at the age of 85. But in 
America we worship youth and it is not all based on the intense 
sex drive. It goes much deeper into the western culture. .. .” 


Then Mr. Golden set about tracing some cultural patterns. He 
pointed out that primitive man concerned himself only with youth— 
the hunter and the warrior—and for many centuries he actually 
killed his aged. 


As civilization advanced things got a little better for the old- 
sters. They were either turned loose to shift for themselves or given 
the leavings from the tables of the women and children. Then one 
day, says Mr. Golden, an old fellow who had been “fooling around 
with some stones” came up with a stone spear he had invented! 


“Thus began a new era in our intellectual advancement. Hu- 
manism was born when it was realized that the old fellow, or the 
cripple, could sit at home with his legs folded under him and 
THINK, and thereby acttrally contribute to the success of the hunt, 
or even win a battle against an enemy far away from where he was 
sitting.” 

Mr. Golden thinks the symbol of the Gentile world of the West 
is Joan of Arc, a young girl, and the symbol of the Jewish culture 
is Job, significantly an old man. He points out Christian civiliza- 
tion ‘“‘goes back to its foundations in the metaphysics of the Greeks” 
—a culture rooted in the stories of youth, Venus, Adonis, Diana and 
Apollo. 


Jewish people, on the other hand, have a reverence for the aged 
to whom they automatically refer as “sheyneh mentschen,” “beau- 
tiful people.”’ He recalled that in his youth on the lower East Side 
of New York when an orthodox couple got married they would 
often stop off at the Jewish Home for the Aged “to ask a blessing 
of the old folks; often to invite a few of them to the festivities, 
especially if the bridal couple had no elderly folks of their own.”’ 


“The most touching moment ‘(at the party) was the lone dance 
of the grandmother holding a loaf of bread as a symbol of plenty 
for the bridal couple,”” he recalled. 

Mr. Golden, who often quotes from the classics, closes by re- 
viewing Cicero’s essay “‘On Old Age” and this reminder: ‘The un- 
happy and the discontented find every age a burden.”’

fasten them on the product. Be 
sure, too, you translate Ameri- 
car measurements, for few 
Europeans use measuring cups 
or spoons. 

On a tour through Super- 
market U.S.A., which was set 
up through the cooperation of 
Colonial Stores with the 
National Association of Food 
Chains, I was brought up short 
by some sharp-eyed Yugoslav 
college girls. They said, “You 
Americans, how can you tell by 
the package what's inside? 
Here’s a package with a picture 
of a girl holding an umbrella 
and you say it’s salt. And here’s 
one covered with pictures of 
flowers and bulbs and you say 
it's biscuit mix. Or, what about 
this cowboy picture on what you 
call a cereal.” 

Something to think about, isn’t 
it? On the other hand, the Yugo- 
slavs have almost no canned 
or packaged foods, so trade- 
marks are new. 

The American kitchen and the 
American supermarket were 
great hits with the Yugoslavs 
for they have nothing to com- 
pare with either. 

Food buying must be dene 
every day since almost no one 
owns even an ice box. Very 
few women can food and there 
is little commercially canned 
foca for sale. 

Women walk long distances to 
the daily open air food markets. 
Here they go from stand to

is put “‘as is” in a string woven 
satchel. Most women say it 
takes all morning for shopping. 
Markets close at noon for the 
rest of the day. 


Food is cooked on coal or 
wood stoves. Only the better 
class have a two-burner gas or 
electric hot plate for summer 
use. There are no _ standard 
measuring utensils and very 
few good quality pots or pans. 

Most Yugoslavs have a break- 
fast of rolls with white coffee 
or Turkish coffee around 6 a.m. 
Business begins at 7 a.m. Din- 
ner is the main meal and is 
usually eaten between 1 and 
4 p:m. since shops close during 
those hours. Offices and fac- 
tories close at 2:30 p.m. for the 
day. 

Supper is usually eaten after 
about 8 p.m. and they eat what- 
ever is left from dinner, for 
there’s no way to keep the food. 

Americans had many adjust- 
ments to make to Yugoslav eat- 
ing habits but then they criti- 
cize our habits, too. They’re ap- 
palled at the idea of sausage, 
pancakes and syrup—‘‘syrup on 
meat”’ they say. Or, “Oh, so 
much oil in salad dressing.” 
*“‘American canned food is all so 
sweet.”’ They especially dislike 
the canned luncheon meat many 
got in CARE packages. 

Eating in Yugoslavia was not 
too difficult for me after I 
finally got the hotel menus 
translated. Veal and pork was 
excellent. The salads, especialiy 
tomato and green pepper salads, 
were wonderfully good. The 
bread was crusty like our 
French breads. And the apple
